ORANGE DEMAND EXCEEDS 


SUPPLY, EXCHANGE REPORTS 


The past month has shown a de- 


mand for California oranges consid- 
erably in excess of the supply, re- 
sulting in the highest prices of the 
present season, according to Dana C. 
King, orange sales manager for the 
California Fruit Growers' Exchange. 


"If Exchange growers will realize 


that even a light crop must be prop- 
erly distributed over the next five 
months, and will support their asso- 
ciation managers in doing this, they 
can be assured of very satisfactory 
returns on the remainder of the Val- 
encia crop," said Mr. King. "We 
have a responsibility to consumers 
to keep Surfdst oranges In the mar- 
ket 365 days in the year. The ability 
to do this properly is one of the big-

May Leads Year 


May is one of the largest consum- 


ing months of the year, and this sea- 
son, due to Florida finishing its 
shipments by April 15, the lighter 
navel crop, the reduction in the sup- 
>ly from central California, and the 
ateness of southern California val- 
encias in maturing, the shipments 
:or May were much below the nor- 
mal percentage of the crop move- 
ment. Orange shipments from all 
sources for May were 4832 cars, as 
compared with 11,540 cars in 1929, 
and 59571 cars in 1928. 


To June 7, 31.53 per cent of the 


Exchange Valencia crop, based on 
the June first estimate of 17,398 cars, 
had been shipped. Last year to the 
same date 17.98 per cent of the 
total Exchange Valencia crop of 27,- 
892 cars had gone forward, while in 
1928, 34.41 per cent of 15,649 cars of 
valencias had been shipped. 


Hundred Cars Per Day 


The movement of 100 cars each 


shipping day from June 1 to October 
20 will take care of the remainder 
of the Exchange Valencia crop. This 
compares with average daily ship- 
ments for the same 'period of 180 
cars in 1929, and 90 cars in 1928. A 
larger proportion than usual of out- 
side valencias has been moved to 
date. Exchange growers participat- 
ing in the proper distribution of the 
crop will get the benefit of consider- 
able growth which should amount to 
at least one shipping size during the 
months of May and June. This 
growth means an increase of more 
than one-sixth in volume, and an 
even greater increase in net return, 
as in most cases larger fruit will de- 
mand a better price. 


The average size of Exchange val- 


encias being shipped at present is 
211 to the box, as compared with 
250 in 1929. Sizes can be considered 
as very desirable for distribution un- 
der conditions of prevailing and an- 
ticipated prices. Supplies enroute 
are approximately the same as in 
1928, and prices being realized are 
about 75 cents per box higher. 


Other Crops Spotted 


The summer deciduous fruit crops 


are reported as spotted. Many east- 
ern and southern districts have no 
peaches to market. The Georgia 
peach crop, however, is considerable 
heavier than last year, but is still 
below an average season. 


Considering general business con- 


ditions throughout the country, the 
investment of approximately $4000 
required to purchase a car of or- 
anges is more than many of the 
smaller distributors are willing to 
undertake. 


Shipments of California lemons 


are normal and promise to remain 
so during the rest of June, and thru 
July, according to T. H. Powell, lem- 
on sales manager of the Exchange. 
The prices are favorable, with the 
fruit running heavily to 360's and 
smaller. Due to heavy foreign ship- 
ments the total supply of lemons 
should be in excess of the demand 
during the next thirty days, tho 
continued warm weather would 
equalize the supply with the de- 
mand. 


Next Year's Crop 


Will Be Heavy, 


Expert Declares 


"The citrus crop this year is much 


lighter in both California and Flor- 
ida, but from' present indications 
1931 may present the problems of 
marketing the largest crop that has 
ever been produced in both Califor- 
nia and Florida. To do this success- 
fully will roowire the most intelli- 
gent distributiui. and an aggressive 
campaign to increase the popularity 
of our fruit with the consumer, re- 
membering that our light crop and 
high prices have resulted in our los- 
ing some of the consumer interest 
that we enjoyed in 1929. This can be 
accomplished only by unified, not 
competitive, co-operation." v 
These are the words of Dana C. 


King, Exchange orange sales man- 
ager, in a radio address that was a 
feature of Sunkist day at the Valen- 
cia orange show. 


"A very large part of the success 


attained by the Sunkist organization 
in its world-wide distribution of its 
members' fruit has been due to the 
far-sighted policy of appealing thru 
its publicity to the mothers, fathers 
and children themselves to acquire 
he health habit of using oranges lib- 
erally every day.

^ The time has passed when we can 
ignore the value of minerals in, the 
ration for either chicks or adult 
stock. 


Life is dependent upon the proper 


amount of acid and alkaline ele- 
ments being present in the body and 
all reactions of the body, such as 
heart beats, breathing, muscular 
contraction, or relaxation, secretion 
of digestive fluids are caused by tiny 
electric shocks from the proper 
amount of these two elements com- 
in contact with each other. 


An over-supply of one and a 


shortage of the other causes de- 
rangements of one kind or another, 
depending on the seriousness of the 
deficiency.

Green feed, alfalfa 
leaf meal, milk, 


bone, limestone, and shell are com- 
mon sources for alkali but—these 
minerals will not be present in green 
stuff 
if they are not present in the 


soil on which the green stuff 
is 


grown. 


Poultrymen have been seriously 


effected and often fooled by depend- 
ing on greens grown on soils poor 
in minerals. • 


Be sure that available potash, 


lime, and magnesia are in the soil 
where the green feed is grown; 
otherwise they will not be present in 
the greens when fed. 


Mineral deficiencies have develop- 


ed in flocks that were fed abundant- 
ly «on greens, buttermilk, codliver 
oil, and fancy mineral concoctions. 


Analysis of such birds has shown 


a deficiency 
of lime, potash and 


magnesia, although they had never 
starved for the supposed sources oj 
these elements.

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"Old 
Glory'— 


Saturday, June 14, was Flag day. All over the United 


States the "gridiron flag," as foreigners contemptuously called 
it when our nation was young, floated in the pride of its 153 
years. It symbolized then, as it has always symbolized, an 
ideal of human liberty, of self-government, of freedom of the 
individual to pursue happiness in his own way, within the 
law, which had never been put into practice before in the 
history of the world. 


We may not have reached—indeed, we have not fully 


reached, as we must admit—the perfection of this ideal. But 
we have come closer to it than any other considerable body 
.of human beings has ever succeeded in doing. And in making 
the effort to live up to the ideal for which "Old Glory" stands 
we have set an example which almost all of the rest of the 
world has been striving to emulate. 


Every government in the world, except ours, has under- 


gone radical if not revolutionary changes since that 14th of 
June, 1777, when the continental congress officially adopted 
the stars and stripes, designed by Betsy Ross, as the standard 
of the colonies which had so recently declared themselves 
free and independent states. With only two or three excep- 
tions the American flag is the oldest flag in the world today. 
That is something to think about, when we talk of the Unit- 
ed States as a "young" nation. Actually, we are one of the 
oldest nations, so far as our form of government and our 
flag are concerned. 


Nations which were old when we set out upon our great 


experiment have undergone revolution after revolution. Most 
of them have completely altered their governmental forms. 
The British Empire has become a commonwealth .of practi- 
cally independent nations. Ireland has been annexed and 
detached again, tho the cross of St. Patrick, added to the 
British flag in 1801, still remains there. France was an abso- 
lute monarchy when we set up our government. The royal 
banner of Louis XV has given place to the tricolor floating 
over the third republic since our own revolution, with another 
empire intervening. The Italy of today is quite a different 


. nation, as its flag is different, from that of 1777. Spain, then 


the ruler of immense colonies, has shrunk to a tiny kingdom. 
Germany, Austria, imperial Russia—all the "great powers" 
of the 18th century have changed, diminished, and their 
flags have changed. Even China no longer flies the dragon 
pennant and Turkey has abandoned the green flag of Mo- 
hammed. 


Denmark's flag, dating from the 12th century, and Swit- 


zerland's, nearly as old, are the only flags flying today which 
are older than our own stars and stripes. The nation over 
which it was first flung has more than justified the hopes and 
beliefs of its founders. 


Murder— 


Ten persons out of every 100,000 are victims of murderers 


every year in the United States. 


That is an appalling record. Nothing like that number of 


murders occurs in any other civilized country. But that fact, 
published everywhere, gives our own people as well as for- 
eigners an incorrect impression of the life of the United 
States and in the cities which may be called "murder centers." 


Think it over for a minute. How many people do you 


know who have had any contact of any kind with murder? 
How many people in this community have been murdered, 
in recent years? 


We all know that the life of every law-abiding citizen, 


going about his or her business and not seeking trouble, is 
as safe in our midst as it is anywhere in the world. Gunmen 
do not prowl around our streets and byways looking for vic- 
tims. Women are not afraid to go to the stores for fear of 
being shot down by stray bullets or intentionally. Yet the 
picture of life in the United States as Europe sees it would 
have all of us in constant danger of being killed by some 
irresponsible murderer. 


Even in Chicago, from which we hear more news of mur- 


ders and murderers than from any other place in America, 
conditions are not at all like that. Americans unfamiliar with 
the ways of big cities hesitate to go to Chicago for fear of 
being killed. Chicago newspapers report that travelers with 
several hours between trains frequently do not dare to leave 
the railroad station to look around the beautiful city, because 
they have heard so much about Chicago gunmen. The Inter- 
national Rotary clubs recently felt impelled to send out word 
to its members everywhere in the world, assuring them that 
they would not be killed if they came to a convention in 
Chicago! 


The plain fact of the matter is that in almost every case 


of murder the victim is either a criminal, an associate of 
criminals, or engaged in some reckless undertaking which 
exposes him unnecessarily to attack. Leaving out the people 
who have invited murder by their own acts, and officers of 
the law taking necessary risks of their occupation, our pro- 
portion of murders to population, even in Chicago, is prob- 
ably as low as in England or France. 


That does not dispose, however, of the fact that there has 


developed in America a criminal element which is almost 
defiant in its attitude toward the authorities of the law. 
These men do not fear the law, because they have found so 
many ways of evading the punishment which is due them 
for their crimes. The basic trouble is with our courts and 
with the public sentiment which permits travesties on jus- 
tice to go unheeded and unchecked.

ZEPPELINS 


People of the eastern part of the 


United States have just had another 
glimpse of that gigantic monster of 
the air, the Graf Zeppelin. In the 
teeth of terrific storms the great 
German airship crossed the South 
Atlantic from Europe to Brazil, then 
flew northward to New York and 
east across the Atlantic to its home 
port on Lake Constance. 


This trip, added to its flight around 


the world last year, has removed the 
last doubt as to the practicability of 
aerial navigation, and American cap- 
ital is rushing in to invest in the 
manufacture of Zeppelins in this 
country and to establish regular pas- 
enger and express routes between 
he great centers of population. 
For high speeds and comparatively 
ight loads the airplane will remain 
unchallenged, in all probability. But 
lie dirigible balloon has definitely 
arrived as a means of everyday 
ransportation.

GAS 


The one remaining domestic han- 


dicap which makes women discon- 
ented with life in the country 
towns is the necessity of doing then: 
cooking and water heating with 
vood or coal, which makes too hot a 
ire hi the summer, or with electri- 
city, which is decidedly expensive, 
>r over oil stoves, which are slow. 
Tor cooking purposes the gas which 
city people use is concededly the 
most satisfactory fuel. 


A bank in Indiana, finding itself 


with a bankrupt gas company on its 
lands, investigated the possibility of 
pringing in compressed natural gas 
from Oklahoma. The experiment 
worked, and the people of Linton 
are getting the new gas at the old 
price, hi the old way, while the ex- 
pensive production plant hi the town 
lias been abandoned. 


This seems to point a way where- 


by every community, however small, 
can have its gas mains and use this 
handy fuel as well as in the cities. 
NEWSPAPERS 


According to the American Press, 


there are 160 newspapers in the 
United States which have been pub- 
lished continuously for 100 years or 
more. Of these, 65 are dailies, 95 
weeklies. 


One of the weeklies, the Annapolis 


(Maryland) Gazette is more than 
200 years old, having been estab- 
lished hi 1727. Five papers still in 
existence were published before the 
Revolution. The oldest of all dailies 
is the Hartford (Connecticut) Cour- 
ant, founded hi 1764. 


We are accustomed to think of 100 


years as a period of time before 
which nothing of importance existed 
hi America. The evidence of these 
old newspapers helps us to realize 
that 100 years is not such a very 
long tune. There were settlements 
west of the Mississippi 100 years 
ago on such firm foundations that 
the communities and the newspapers 
established then have flourished ever 
since. Two newspapers in Iowa, one 
hi Arkansas, one in Missouri, are hi 
the list of these centenarians of the 
American Press. 


These and the rest have survived 


because they filled a need of niter- 
change of ideas and of news. Neither 
radio nor the out-of-town*daily can 
ever put such community papers out 
of business. 
CHURCHES 


Long steps toward the union of the 


different Presbyterian churches of 
the United States, together with the 
Reformed Church of America, into 
a single denomination with more 
than 3,000,000 members, were taken 
the other day by the Presbyterian 
General Assembly. Such a union re- 
cently took place in Scotland, home 
of Presbyterianism. 


The next step, still some distance 


ahead but being considered with 
great seriousness by church leaders, 
is the reunion of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church with the other offshoot 
of the Church of England, the Pro- 
testant Episcopal Church hi America. 
And some religious leaders are look- 
ing farther than that, toward the ul- 
timate merger of those and the Pres- 
byterians into one great Protestant 
body. 
AIR 


Air and water do not seem to 


most of us like raw materials of in- 
dustry. Yet one of the largest in- 
dustries in America uses nothing else 
but the air from above and around 
its factory and the water from the 
river which flows past it. 


This is the plant of the Dupont in- 


terests hi West Virginia which ex- 
tracts nitrogen from the air by first 
compressing the ah- until it is liquid, 
then mixing it with hydrogen gas 
obtained from the water by electro- 
lytic decomposition. The result is 
ammonia, which is the handiest 
form of fixed nitrogen, whether you 
are going to use it for fertilizer or 
for the manufacture of explosives. 


A similar process is to produce ni- 


trate fertilizer hi huge quantities as 
well as explosives for the govern- 
ment at Muscle Shoals—maybe. 


Threpts to kill a woman, alleged 


to have been made in the presence 
of Dr. W. W. Rever of Baldwin Park, 
resulted hi the arrest this week of 
William Sullivan, according to his 
own story a wanderer over the 
United States, who was taken by 
officers from the home of Mrs. Ber- 
tha Selson on East Los Angeles 
street, Baldwin Park. 


Dr. Rever, testifying hi the court 


of Justice Thomas B. Reed in Co- 
vina, said that he Was calle dto the 
house by the woman, and found 
Sulh'van, who is twenty-three years 
old, rolling and tossing in bed in an 
hysterical condition. The doctor tes- 
tified that the young man talked hi 
an irrational manner, and made 
threats to kill the woman and him- 
self if she did not promise to marry 
him. 


Sulh'van was arrested by Deputy 


Constable Earl Dillon, charged with 
disturbing the peace. The young 
man told a somewhat incoherent 
story on Monday hi court, stating 
many times that he was madly hi 
love with the woman, who is about 
ten years his senior and separated 
from her husband. Incidentally he 
revealed that he had come to south- 
ern California three tunes from the 
eastern seaboard by hitch-hiking on 
the highways. 


Judge Reed sentenced him to thir- 


ty days hi jail, twenty days of which 
he suspended on the provision that 
Sullivan keep away from the house- 
hold where he was arrested.
